BOER GENERAL RESIGNS _ 
‘RATHER THAN AID BRITISH. 


ONDON, Sept. 21.—Brig.-Gen. 

Christian Frederick Beyers, com- 

mandant-general of the Union of 
South Africa’s defense forces, has re- 
signed his post because of his disap- 
proval of the action of Great Britain 
in sending commandees to conquer 
German Southwest Africa. 

The official bureau tonight gave out 
the letter of resignation of Gen. 
Beyers and the reply of Gen. Jan 
Christian Smuts, Minister of Finance 
and Defense of the South African Un- 


ion. 

Gen. Beyera reminds Gen. Smuts 
that in August he disapproved of the 
sending of commandoes (forces of 
Roer troops) to conquer 
Southwest Africa and expresses sur- 
prise that Parliament confirmed the 
resolution of the government to con- 
quer the German territory without 
any provocation to the Union by the 
Germans. He insists that a majority 
of the Dutch people in the Union dis- 

crossing the German 
frontier. 

Referring to a statement that Great 
Britain had taken part in the Euro- 
pean war for the sake of justice and 
to protect the independence of small- 
er nations and comply with treaties, 
Gen. Beyers points to the resignation 
of two British Ministers as evidence

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Plans 
for the evacuation of Vera Crus 
were completed today at a conference 
between President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Garrison. The latter sent word 


to Gen. Funston that as soon as the 


State Department could adjust cer- 
tain questions which had arisen over 
the payment of funds collected at the 
customhouse and American refugees 
cared for, a date would be fixed for 
the departure of the troops. 
Secretary Garrison expressed the 
opinion that the troops probably will 
be able to get away within a fort- 
night or so. The Secretary made it 
clear that the American government 
would not undertake to care for any 
of the refugees in Vera Cruz except 
Americans. Gen. Funston estimates 
that besides 300 so-called religious 
refugees there are 1000 others who 
desire to leave before the evacuation 
begins. Secretary Garrison believes 
there will be ample accommo dations 
for them on commercial vessels. 
Conditions throughout Mexico are 
rapidly regaining their normal ap- 
pearance, according to Consular dis- 
patches. State Department officials 
had a report from Chihuahua saying 
the reports that Gen. Villa had ar- 
rested Gen. Obregon were untrue.

which the general elections will be 
held, and to treat of such other mat- 
ters as are of national import. 

“Having now taken charge of the

UP FOSSIL BED. 


FROM TOPANGA CANYON 
FLAT AT MOUTH. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
SANTA MONICA, Sept. 21.—A pe- 
cullar discovery has been made of a 
fossil bed up the coast at the mouth 
of Topanga Canyon. Some years ago 


house on the lagoon flat there, and 
he unearthed some excellent speci- 
mens of fossils and supposed Indian 
bones. Yesterday a large heap of 
black dirt was noticed near a wood- 


upon investigation it proved to be the 
burrow of a family of squirrels. 

The little diggers had piled up on 
the surface of the sandy soil perhaps 
250 pounds of black sand, in which 
were pleges of clam shells, fossils and 
bits of human bone. There were even 
rocks weighing close to two pounds. 
The dirt was just as it had been 
dumped by the animal and bones and 
fossils were mixed together with the 
rocks and sand. The bones have been 
identified as those of human beings, 
several specimens showing conclusive- 
ly that they at one time, in the misty 


years past, had constituted the bony 
framework of some stalwart Indian 


Theories have been advanced by 


definite conclusions have 

reached. They think that the bones 
are those of Indians, but that they 
ere hundreds of years old. The 
squirrels must have burrowed many 
feet, or else the beach in the years 
past was nearer to the mountains than 
it is at present. That is natural, for 
the change is made by the yearly 
washing of quantities of sand and 
rocks from the interior down to the 


The old burial ground, if that is 
feet below the surface, and only the 
busy little ground squirrels know the 
exact location of the rest of the bones.

The proposition carries the idea of 
a stockade, not to be a matter of great 
expense, but simply a structure to 
house the prisoners comfortably with 
a place for them in which they may 
eat and sleep, having a limited num- 
ber of guards mounted on the stock- 


ade. 

Under the present conditions, the 
prisoners of this county under sen- 
tence are compelled to lie in the 
County Jail doing nothing until their 


long or short.
